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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


GREENBUG rather general in eastern Arkansas, with few treatments applied to 
spots within fields of small grains. Very light, spotted infestations observed 
in southwest and central Oklahoma, but common in Bryan County, south central 
area, THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER continues to cause severe damage to alfalfa 
in 4 Arizona counties. (p. 1197). 


SAN JOSE SCALE apparently killed a number of young apple trees in Rio Arriba 
County, New Mexico. (p. 1198). 


Several species of BARK BEETLES continue damaging to ponderosa pine and other 
conifers in areas of California. (p. 1199). 


DOG FOLLICLE MITE quite abundant on dogs throughout New Vienna area of Clinton 
County, Ohio, and WINTER TICK heavy on mature bulls in Johnston County area of 
Oklahoma. HOUSE FLY continues to cause considerable annoyance about homes in 
Stillwater area of Oklahoma, and FACE FLY reported as serious household pest in 
areas of South Dakota. (p. 1202).

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


MID-NOVEMBER TO MID-DECEMBER 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-November to mid- 
December calls for temperatures to average below seasonal normals over the 
northeastern and southwestern quadrants of the Nation. In the remainder of the 
country, near normal temperatures are predicted except for above normal in the 
Gulf States. Precipitation is expected to exceed normal in the southern two- 
thirds of the area lying between the Rockies and the Appalachians. Subnormal 
amounts are indicated for the Northeast and West Coast States, with near normal 
elsewhere.

WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING NOVEMBER 19 


The week's weather in the East was highlighted by a huge storm off the coast of 
New England on the 15th, with westerly winds up to 75 m.p.h. along the coast. 
Widespread, mostly minor, damage on land consisted mainly of downed signs and 
antennas, broken tree limbs, and power and telephone failures. Mountainous seas 
were a hazard to shipping east and southeast of Cape Cod, Massachusetts; At 
Nantucket Island, tides 3 to 4 feet above normal flooded low areas. Little 
precipitation was associated with the storm in New England, except for heavy 
rain and snow over the central and north Maine coast and heavy snow up to 12 
inches over interior and southeastern Maine. This was the third major snow- 
storm in Maine this season to date. The Northeast was the coldest section in 
the Nation, relative to normal. Temperatures were persistently below normal 

due to cold northwesterly winds induced by coastal storms and a cold air invasion 
at the end of the period. On the 18th, sleet and snow fell in southern New 
England, with 1 to 2 inches general and up to 5 inches in the Connecticut hills. 
Snow also fell in other parts of the Northeast during the weekend. The heaviest 
fall in New York State, about 6 or 7 inches, extended from south of Lake Ontario 
through central counties to the Massachusetts line. Falls of an inch were 
reported in parts of soutern Pennsylvania, up to 3 inches in extreme northern 
New Jersey, and an inch in the higher mountains of West Virginia. The week was 
unseasonably warm in the upper Mississippi Valley and extreme northern Great 
Plains, with weekly averages as much as 7° above normal at stations near the 
Canadian border. Early in the week, highs ranged up to 64° in North Dakota and 
70° in South Dakota and Nebraska. 


In areas outside the Northeast and North Central Interior, temperatures averaged 
within a few degrees of normal even though many northern sections at the end of 
the period had weather typical of midwinter. In Colorado for example, the warm, 
dry period of the past 2 to 4 months was reported to have been interrupted by 
cold and generally light to moderately heavy snow after the middle of the week, 
with 2 to 6-inch falls in the eastern plains and 10 to 15 inches in the higher 
mountains. Idaho reported its first general snow of the season the latter half 
of the week, with 1 to 4-inch depths in agricultural valleys, and many stations 
in Utah and Nevada had their first snow of the season. Several inches of snow 
fell in the northern mountains of Arizona and New Mexico. Kansas reported its 
first general snow, with 4 to 6 inches in the extreme northwest and 1 to 4 inches 
in much of the remaining western third of the State on the 15th. Snow blanketed 
the Oklahoma and Texas Panhandles on the 17th, and Amarillo, Texas, reported 8 
inches. Snow fell southward to Lubbock and Brownfield in the southern Low Plains 
of Texas.

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - OKLAHOMA - Very light, spotted infestations 
observed in small grains in Cotton, Tillman, Kiowa and Washita Counties, southwest. 
Light locally in Cleveland County, central area, and common in Bryan County, south 
central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Infestations rather general in eastern 
part of State, typically spotted, with areas of low fertility and weak plants 
within fields showing signs of attack. Counts in these spots range 15-25 per 
linear foot. Infestations increased during past 10 days of unseasonably warm 
weather. Very few fields treated, with treatments applied to infested spots 
within fields. Small percentage of aphids parasitized. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


_CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Light counts noted in most 
small grain checked throughout west central area, with higher counts observed 
on volunteer plants. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Appearing in limited numbers 
in many west central and northern counties. (Newton). 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered infesta- 
| tions noted in Cotton, Kiowa, Washita, Blaine and Kingfisher Counties. Counts 
_continue light in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - OKLAHOMA - Occasional specimens 
_noted in Blaine and Kingfisher Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WINTER GRAIN MITE (Penthaleus major) - OKLAHOMA - Light, 15 per linear foot, on 
small grains in Tillman County, southwest. First report of the season. (Okla. 
Boop. Sur.) 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Infestations on pasture grasses and 
small grains declining as freezing weather occurs as far as hill country in central 
area of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - NEBRASKA - Averaged 4 P€YT10 sweeps on alfalfa in 

Custer County. (Bergman). NEW MEXICO - Remains light on alfalfa in Chaves, Eddy 

| and Dona Ana Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Rather low in alfalfa in 

| Phillips County, compared with counts in other areas of State; ranged 75-100 per 

100 sweeps. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Heavy on alfalfa in Thousand Palms 
area, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OKLAHOMA - Counts somewhat reduced 
in young stands of alfalfa in Kingfisher County from a month ago. Light infesta- 
tion reported in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEBRASKA - Adults averaged 3 per 10 
sweeps in Custer County alfalfa. (Bergman). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Continues to 
cause severe damage to alfalfa in Maricopa, Yuma, Pinal and Pima Counties; very 
noticeable by presence of purple leaves on injured plants. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - OREGON - Present in Crook County, particularly 
near Paulina. This is a relatively new area of infestation in State. (Every). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEW MEXICO - Counts per 25 sweeps in 

| Chaves County alfalfa ranged 2-4 in Dexter area and 4-6 in Roswell area. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). 

FRUIT INSECTS 


NAVEL ORANGEWORM (Paramyelois transitella) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in apple 
fruit locally in South Gate, Los Angeles County. (Cally Coops Rpt.) 
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WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - OREGON - More abundant than normal in 
Willamette Valley; however, heavy infestations occurred only in orchards not 
receiving full spray program. (Every). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - NEW MEXICO - Light to abnormally heavy 
on apple trees in Sandoval, Santa Fe and Rio Arriba Counties. Appears to have 
killed a number of young trees in Rio Arriba County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES - NEW MEXICO - Tetranychus mcdanieli moderate to heavy on apple trees 
in Velarde area, Rio Arriba County. Webbing and mites also present on unpicked 
fruit in number of orchards. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OHIO - Unusually large numbers 
of Panonychus ulmi eggs observed on apple trees at University Farm, Franklin 
County. Clusters of 175-200 found at several locations around buds and annual 
growth tips. (Cutright, Lyon). 


CITRUS FLAT MITE (Brevipalpus lewisi) - CALIFORNIA - Adults light on pomegranates 
in Dos Palos, Merced County. This is a new county record. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Moderate on 300 tangelo trees at 
Umatilla, Lake County (Nov. 2). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - CALIFORNIA - All stages light on citrus in 
Indio, Riverside County. (Cal.« Coop. Rpt.). 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Magalopyge opercularis) - FLORIDA - Light on Citrus sp. at 
Lakeland, Polk County (Nov. 5). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


ORANGE-DOG (Papilio cresphontes) - FLORIDA - Infesting Citrus sp. at De Land, 
Volusia County (Oct. 29). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - ALABAMA - Present in abnormal numbers 
in many pecan groves in Lee and Russell Counties. (Barwood, Buttram). 


SADDLED PROMINENT (Heterocampa guttivitta) - FLORIDA - Light on 100 lychee trees 
(Litchi chinensis) at Mountain Lake, Polk County (Oct. 26). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A GROUND BEETLE (Harpalus pennsylvanicus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy in soil 
around grapevines in vineyard at Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


GREENHOUSE WHITEFLY (Trialeurodes vaporariorum) —- OHIO - Larvae and adults heavy 
on hothouse tomato leaves at greenhouse in Franklin County. As many as 75 larvae 
and 30 adults per leaf on many plants. (Neiswander, Lyon). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Threat to lettuce, cabbage and 
related crops continues in central valley area when controls not applied. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Continues threatening to lettuce, 
cabbage and related crops in central valley area of State when controls not 
applied. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - CALIFORNIA - Immatures infesting green onions 
in Mecca area, Riverside County. (Cale Coope pier 


TOBACCO WIREWORM (Conoderus vespertinus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae recovered 

from 3-acre field of sweetpotatoes near St. Paul, Robeson County. Owner will not 
dig sweetpotatoes because of combination of holes and serpentine trails; 10 

larvae recovered from top 6 inches of soil near sweetpotatoes. Holes probably 
caused by this species, but cause of serpentine trails not known. Larvae appeared 
quite abundant in this field. (Mount). 
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SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - FLORIDA - This species and 
Graphognathus peregrinus lightly infesting sweetpotatoes at Chattahoochee, Gadsden 
RountyecNov. o7)).) (Flas Coop. Sur.) . 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - MARYLAND - Infested 10 
percent of leaves in field of strawberries at Princess Anne, Somerset County. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


APHIDS - MARYLAND - Pentatrichopus spp. and other species increasing on straw- 
berries at Salisbury, Wicomico County. Egg laying underway. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPIDER MITES - VIRGINIA - Blackberry leaves heavily damaged by undetermined 
species at a location in Waynesboro, Augusta County. Only eggs found at present 
time. (Tarpley, Nov. 7). 


COTTON INSECTS 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - OKLAHOMA - Populations somewhat higher 
in southwest area than in 1961. Highest count to date was 191 larvae recovered 
from lint cleaner and gin trash for one bale in Jefferson County. Gin trash 
inspections in other areas were as follows: Kiowa - negative; Stephens County - 
59 per 18 bushels; Logan, Payne and Pawnee - fewer than 1 per bushel; Warner, 
Muskogee and Okmulgee - light; one lint cleaner inspection in Comanche County 
positive. (Okla .ACGOp. 5 Sur’, ) 2 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


BARK BEETLES - CALIFORNIA - Dendroctonus brevicomis infesting about 700 acres of 
old-growth ponderosa pine timber in Parker Creek area, Modoc National Forest. 

D. brevicomis, D. jeffreyi, D. valens and Scolytus ventralis killing about 800 
ponderosa pines, Jeffrey pines and white fir trees in Blue Lake area; about 40 
trees in Old Bowman ranch area; 300 trees on 1,800-acre stand in Soup Creek area; 
and 30 trees in 10-acre stand in Old Cantrol Mill area. (R. L. Rennie, TMA). 

Ips spp. building up in 300-acre stand of ponderosa pine for first time in Cirral 
Creek area, Shasta-Trinity National Forest. (L. Nunn, USFS). D. brevicomis and 
D. monticolae damaging all stages of ponderosa pine in groups and single trees 

in Dinkey Creek-Ross Crossing areas of Kings River District, Sierra National

A FIR APHID (Cinara curvipes) - CALIFORNIA - Locally heavy on fir trees in Virgil 
Anderson Cow Camp in Sierra National Forest. (M. Feinblum, USFS). 


AN ARMORED SCALE (Aspidiotus ehrhorni) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on twigs and bark of 
white fir (Abies concolor) in vicinity of Truckee, Nevada County, for a new county 
wocord. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex areolatus) - CALIFORNIA - In Placer County, adults heavy in dead 
ponderosa pines 5 miles east of Foresthill, and light on flowers of Verbascum sp. 
im Michigan Bluff. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - TEXAS - Common in widespread areas of 
Jefferson County. (Crocker 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - FLORIDA - Light on 1,000 chrysanthemum ees 
at Alva, Lee County (Oct. 29). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - FLORIDA - Lightly infesting 200 Gladiolus spp. 
at Estero, Lee County (Oct. 24). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 
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A NOTODONTID MOTH (Datana sp., probably robusta) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy on 
leaves of ornamentals in El Cajon, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A NYMPHALID (Agraulis vanillae) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy on passionvines in 
El Centro, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A WEEVIL (Pantomorus taeniatulus) - VIRGINIA - Adult collected on wild aster in 
Norfolk, October 24. Det. by R. E. Warner. (Tarpley, Holland). 


APHIDS - CALIFORNIA - Macros Lye pelargonii medium on geranium leaves locally in 

Vista, San Diego County (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Pterocomma spp. very numerous 
on various willow caste Laas in Box Elder County areas about Trementon, Bear River 

and Brigham City. (Knowlton). 


COCCIDS - CALIFORNIA - Cataenococcus olivaceous light on yucca nursery stock 
locally in San Bernardino, San Bernardino County. Chorizococcus rostellum 
medium on Johnson grass in Oro Mill and light locally on Bermuda grass in Oroville, 
Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Icerya purchasi appearing on various 
shrubs in Salt River Valley; however, in most cases, vedalia (Rodolia cardinalis) 
has been active. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OHIO - Pseudococcus adonidum moderate on 
potted plants at garden center near Columbus, Franklin County. (Neiswander, 
Lyon). Coccus hesperidum very heavy on plant leaves in 2 greenhouses at 
Wilmington, Clinton County; 85-130 per leaf on untreated plants. (Lyon). 
VIRGINIA - Aspidiotus lataniae light on Elaeagnus sp., probably angustifolia, 

in Capitol Square, Richmond. Det. by M. Kosztarab. (Freund, Nov. 8). FLORIDA - 
Aspidiotus destructor light on 10 Phoenix roebeleni at Winter Haven, Polk County 
(OYSe ye a " Eucalymnatus tessellatus, Ischnaspis longirostris, Pulvinaria psidii 
and Saissetia oleae ranged light to moderate on Ficus rubiginosa at Winterhaven 
and Mountain Lake, Polk County (Oct. 25, 26). Coccus acuminatus severe on 
Syzygium jambos at Lake Wales, Polk County (Oct. 25). Fiorinia theae ranged 
moderate to severe on Camellia sasanqua at San Antonio, Pasco County (Nov. 7). 
Parlatoria proteus moderate on S. jambos at Mountain Lake (Oct. 25), and on 
Viburnum Ssuspensum at Largo, Pinellas County (Nov. 7). Pseudaonidia duplex 

was light on Ligustrum sp. at Tallahassee, Leon County (Oct. 24); Asimina sp. 

at Gainesville, Alachua County (Oct. 25); and Ligustrum japonicum at Ocala, 
Marion County (Nov. 5). Pseudaonidia clavigera was moderate on Camellia sp. 

(Oct. 25, Nov. 1), light on Ficus elastica (Nov. 6), and infested Rhododendron sp., 
Averrhoa’ carambola, Ligustrum Sp. and Buxus sp. at St. Petersburg (Nov. 5) and 
ranged light to moderate on Viburnum suspensum at Largo (Nov. 7). (Fla. Coop. 
Sur.) 


SPIDER MITES - CALIFORNIA - Tetranychus telarius heavy on bauhinia trees locally 
in San Diego County, and Eotetranychus lewisi adults heavy on poinsettias in San 
Diego. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CITRUS WHITEFLY (Dialeurodes citri) - FLORIDA - Infested Ligustrum sp. at 
Tallahassee, Leon County, October 24. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


GRAY GARDEN SLUG (Deroceras reticulatum) - OREGON - Active during fall, causing 
damage to bulb plantings and seedling legumes in western part of State. (Every). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - TEXAS - Considerable concentrations of mosquitoes occurred during 
October in southeastern part of State. Species involved included Culex salinarius, 
Aedes sollicitans, Aedes taeniorhynchus, Aedes vexans, Psorophora confinnis, 
Psorophora ciliata, Anopheles crucians and Anopheles quadrimaculatus. Texas 
Coop. Rpt.) 
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STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period October 26 - November 1, a total of 73,480,250 sterile flies 

was released over 73,000 square miles in Texas, 7,000 square miles of the average 
overwintering area of New Mexico, and 10,000 square miles in Mexico near the Rio 
Grande from Laredo to Brownsville. Sterile flies are currently being released 

in quantities to give maximum benefit according to indicated native populations in 
the various zones. The southeastern protion of the release area is receiving 
sterile flies at rate of 400 per square mile. The northern region of release area 
in Texas - where populations are apparently heaviest - is receiving sterile flies 
at rate of 1,000 per square mile. The overwintering area in New Mexico, the 
barrier zone of the Pecos region, and the region in Mexico along the Rio Grande 
from Laredo to Brownsville will receive sterile flies at rate of 600 per square 
mile. A total of 1,706 screw-worm cases was reported during the period, and 

new counties reported infested were Angelina in TEXAS and Le Flore in OKLAHOMA. 


On Friday, October 26, screw-worms were reported on a premise in Early County, 
Georgia, where they might overwinter during a mild winter. Infested animal 

traced to shipment of 400 animals in 8 loads originating in Guthrie, King County, 
Texas. Larvae found by veterinary practitioner of Blakely, Georgia, in small 
lesion on back of Hereford heifer. State and federal veterinarians and livestock 
inspectors conducted intensive inspection in involved area without finding evidence 
of further infestations. All animals involved in movements, other animals on 
premises, and contact animals inspected and treated. Sterile screw-worm flies 
being dropped in radial pattern of 40 miles from infested premise. Other counties 
outside area, which received animals in shipments, also receiving sterile screw- 
worm flies. Intensive surveillance will be continued until it is satisfactorily 
determined that no further danger of reinfestation to the Southeast exists from 
this movement. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - OKLAHOMA - Populations continue to decline across 
State; however, 3,000 per head on bulls observed in Johnston County on November 7. 
(@killal Coop. Sur). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus suis) —- OKLAHOMA - First activity of season reported from 
Cotton County, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). OHIO - Moderate to heavy on 

swine in Clinton and Highland Counties. Heaviest on confined sows and boars near 
New Vienna, Clinton County. (Custis, Lukens). 


CATTLE LICE —- OKLAHOMA - Undetermined species active on cattle in Choctaw County, 
southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STICKTIGHT FLEA (Echidnophaga gallinacea) - DELAWARE - Heavy on dog at a Gumboro 
broiler farm, Sussex County, November 12. (Burbutis). 


DOG FOLLICLE MITE (Demodex canis) - OHIO - Quite abundant on dogs throughout New 
Vienna area, Clinton County. (Custis). 


WINTER TICK (Dermacentor albipictus) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy populations of 400 per 
head observed on mature bulls in Johnston County area, south central. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Reported as serious household pest 
in Corson County and at 2 locations in Brookings County.

OLD-HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - VIRGINIA - Larva collected in Harrisonburg, 
Rockingham County. (Tarpley, Peterson). 


CARPET BEETLES (Anthrenus spp.) - MARYLAND - Larvae of A. flavipes found in base- 
ment of home at Cumberland, Allegany County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Larvae of A. verbasci found on livingroom rug in Scotland County.

A GRASS BUG (Arhyssus scutatus) - CALIFORNIA - Continues to migrate into dwellings 
in several locations over State. Active longer than normally this year, due to 
warm weather. Heavy in residence in Clovis, Fresno County. (Call Coops Rpts 


EARWIGS — ARIZONA - Unspecified species continue a nusiance to homeowners in Yuma, 
Maricopa, Pinal and Pima Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.).

ALMOND MOTH (Ephestia cautella) - TEXAS - Moderate, local infestations present in 
stored feed in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Mullins). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - FLORIDA - Light in stored oats at 
Ocala, Marion County, October 22. La Coop. Sur). 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - DELAWARE - Adults and larvae infesting 
flour in several homes in New Castle County. (Burbutis). 
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A SPIDER BEETLE (Mezium americanum) - TEXAS - Light in stored feed in Cameron 
County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Day). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


GREEN LACEWINGS (Chr ysopa spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Adults ranged 6-8 per 25 sweeps 
in Chaves County alfalfa. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


DAMSEL BUGS (Nabis spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Adults and nymphs ranged 4-6 per 25 
sweeps in Chaves County alfalfa. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


LARDER BEETLE (Dermestes lardarius) - OHIO - Adults heavy at mink ranch near 
Mt. Eaton, Wayne County; 15-20 adults per mink box in numerous locations. 
(Guenthner, Lyon). 


A HAIRY FUNGUS BEETLE (Mycetophagus quadriguttatus) - OHIO - Adults very heavy at 
mink ranch near Mt. Eaton, Wayne County; 30-40 beetles found in several mink 
boxes. (Guenthner, Lyon). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - VIRGINIA - G. leucoloma striatus and 


G. leucoloma imitator present in Norfolk infestation. Det. by R. E. Warner. 


(Tarpley). 


A DARKLING BEETLE (Blaps lethifera) - OHIO - Approximately 50 adults collected 
from horse stable at Athens County fairgrounds. This insect seldom occurs in the 
United States, and this is second record for Ohio. (Stehr, Triplehorn). 


HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


The following notes were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and 
were extracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the October 8, 
1962, meeting. 


PARASITIC ENCYRTIDS (Ooencyrtus spp.) - The State Department of Agriculture 
imported 2 species of egg parasities (O. submetallicus and O. trinidadensis) on 
September 22, 1962,for the control of Nezara viridula. These encyrtids were 
Shipped by F. D. Bennett from Trinidad, West Indies, and were released in Nuuanu 
and at Waimano Home, Oahu. (M. Chong). 


A FLEAHOPPER (Rhinacloa forticornis) , previously captured only in light traps or 
by sweeping, was reared in large numbers from Kiawe flowers (common mesquite, 
Prosopis chilensis) collected at Red Hill, Honolulu, in May 1962. Det. by R. C. 
Froeschner. (M. Chong). 


A BITING MIDGE (Atrichopogon jacobsoni) was found in large numbers on undersides 
of corn leaves at Hilo, Hawaii, during September by J. Beardsley. This is a new 
island record. (D. E. Hardy). 


A BILLBUG (Sphenophorus venatus vestitus) reported established on Molokai, where 
it damaged turf of athletic field at Kaunakakai in September. This is a new 
island record. (J. Blalock, D. H. Habeck).

The week's moisture totaled 1 to 2 inches along the north Pacific coast and 1/2 
inch in the Cascade-Sierra Nevada Mountains. Most of the East received 1/2 to 1 
inch, except for 1 to 2 inches in the lower Mississippi Valley and southern 
interior areas. Soil moisture is adequate in most of the East, and was much 
improved in parts of the lower Great Plains. Little or no precipitation fell in 
the southern portion of California and the northern Great Plains. (Summary 
supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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
